_ THE SEARCH FOR A LOST ISLAND 
+, IN THE PACIFIC, ' 


It is reported, on good authority, 
circles in: New York that Mr. Ismay, the new 
head of the Shipping Trust, has raised a small 
lempest among a group of stockholders’ in the 
Trust by reiterating his determination that the 
combine shall pay no dividends for some time 
to come. : 

The dissenting stockholders are those who 
had interests in the compagies that were mak- 
ing large profits before thp rs was formed, 
but are now receiving nothing. 

A case in point is the Leyland ‘Line, which 
before it became part of the Trust, earned in 
100 as net profit £269,500. If is believed that 
the British stockholders, who exchanged their 
shares io the British line that entered the Trust 
for Trust stock are losing about 1,000,000 a 
year on account of the inability of the Trust to 
do more than make both ends meet. ; 

Mr, Ismay is not to be deterred from carrying 
out his policy by the grumblings of the stock- 
holders and there is very little doubt that, until 
shipping business is on a much better paying 
basis than it is at present, he will use any small 
profits the Trust may earn for improving the 
strvice rather than for paying dividends.

Mention was recently made in The Shanghai 
Times of the despatch of the new United 
States cruiser Tacoma, to cruise between San 
Francisco and Honolulu, and the former port 
and Tahiti, in search of a mysterious island 
snd certain rocks which have from time to time 
been reported but which sre at present un.’ 
charted. The lost island sunken rocks are snid 
to be situated in the path of merchant vessels 
and to constitute a serious menace. (0 shipping. 

The island and rdcks are from time to time 
the principal topic of conversation among 
marinersof the Pacific: Coast ports and to 
them ate attributed some of the unexplainable 
disappearances of sailing vessels and other’traft 
which every year find their way into the list of 
maritime disasters. . , 

‘There is in Shasghai to-day, an ex-officer of 
one of the great steamships which plough the 
Pacific and he had much of interesi to say to a 
Times’ man ‘on the subject of the Tacoma’s 
mission, © 

The individual in question stated"that-as-far 
back as 1850, the back Du Mant de Ville, while 
on a voyage from San Francisco to Tahiti dis- 
covered a low-lying isiand which does not 
seein to have been seen since.” A few years 
}ago, Captain Rennie, while’ taking the 5.8. 
Mariposa from’ Tahiti to San Francisco, sighted 
ashoal which was not on the charts and from 
the, presence of birds about' the yessel he 
(Rdught that there was’ an. island in the im- 
mediate vicinity. 

He further stated that when he was master 
af a wind jammer his chart had a notatiort to 
the effect that “a cluster of ‘five islands here- 
abouts” was to be watched for, The chart 
gave them somewhere between 16 and 17 South 
Latitude and from 130 to 132 West Longitude. 

“There.is a group of sunken islands between 
Honolulu and San Francisco continued the ex- 
“officer,” which it would be well worth the Unit- 
_| ed States’ Government's time and money to lo- 
cate, Lam firmly of the opinion that in the winter 
gales many vessels which have mysteriously dis- 
apppeared have run upon these sunken peaks 
andgonetothe bottom. A United States slaop- 
of-warleft Honolulu fur Panama in the ear)y ‘So's 
and was never heard of again, But one, piece 
of wreckage was ever (ound to indicate what be- 
came of the warship and | believe that she ran 
foul of this group of sunken rocks with every- 
thing lashed and wentto the bottom like a 
stone with everybody and everything on board. 
About six months ago a sailing vessel, I think 
4t was the Helen Brewer, left San Francisco 
for the Hawaiian Islands and has not been 
heard of since.” : 

There has from time to time been consider-. 
able space devoted to the subject in the San 
Prancisco papers and one of the rock is said to 
be three fathoms from the surface and the next 
peak five fathoms. They are difficult to locate 
for the water does not always break over them. 

One of the rocks is known as Redit’s Rock, 
and was named alter a vessel which discovered 
it and which flew the Tahitian flag. It 1850 
the Hawaiian schooner Yana bound from San 
Francisco to Papecte located the sunken rock 
and hove to and sent outa boat. The distance | 
to the highest peak was ascertained to be about 
five fathoms. 

One of the crew of the boat who was recent- 

ly interviewed. said that the presence of 
breakers made the submerged rock known to 
those aboard the Hana. The rock, be 
stated, was in Longitude’'13 and Latitiide 377 
20, or neatly in the latiiude of the Farallone 
Islands. ; ‘ 
* This rock or group of rocks is estimated as 
being between cight and nine hundred miles 
west of San Francisco. For many years a not- 
ation appeared on the charts with the word’ 
“doubtful” attached. Nowadays no-reference 
1s made to it upon the charts. 


There are other islands in the small, general | 
sniling-vessel track which have been lost, Cop- 
per and Henderson Islands are the names of 
them, A search was once made for Hender- 
son Island as it was supposed to be a guano 
Island. {t was not located however. 

Another lost Island is De Greaves’ Island. 
Captain De Greaves, once a sea-captain and 
later the attendant at the Honolulu morgue, 
claimed to have located an island with guano 
desposits many yeats ago. Captain Lawless of 
the ss. Australia when the vessel was on the 
Tahiti run, also sighted an island which was 
uncharted and which was urobably the one 
discovered by De Greaves. The United States 
Government at once seat an expedition to the 
bearings indicated by Capt. Lawless, but the 
search proved futile,

“Some European authorities on fortifications 
now rather prefer semi-permanent forts to the 
permanent ones, which latter may possibly 
become totally useless according to the develop- 
ments of war. In fact, a certain country has 
dispensed with ‘permanent. fortresses. We 
cannot say, of course, that Russia applied this
